With the thermometer down to 9 degrees 
above zero yesterday, suffering among the 
poor on account of the scarcity of coal and 
the attendant high prices reached an acute 
stage. 

Active measures of relief were undertaken 
everywhere. Mayor Harrison, on behalf of 
the city, issued an appeal for assistance, and 
the bureau of associated charities sent out 


ing transportation facilities to the inde- 
pendent operators. They nominally were in 
the position of having agreed to sell coal at 
a low figure, but had furnished little and 
had entered into an agreement with the in- 
dependent operators to secure a “‘ rakeoff”’ 
from the outrageous prices charged by the 
independent operators. 

It developed that the railroad companies 
are living up to their agreement to furnish 
coal at $5.75 a ton, but that the independent 
operators are not bound by this agreement 
and sell their products at the market price, 
which at the present time is more than 
double that existing under normal condi- 
tions, notwithstanding the fact that the 
wages of the miners and the cost of trans- 
portation are practically the same.

Senator Stewart, the chairman of the com- 
‘mittee, was particularly interested in the 
evidence presented, and he seemed delighted 
to characterize the methods of the inde- 
pendent operators as “a holdup” similar to 
that which existed in 1849, when the sena- 
tor was engaged in mining gold in Califor- 
nia.

It also developed that the Reading railroad 
company had declined to sell coal to a num- 
ber of dealers here because some of them 
were not regular customers, and that others 
would not sign the agreement to dispose of 
the coal to the consumers at $7.25 a ton. 
The Reading company, which maintains 
retail establishments in Washington, has 
not only declined to sell to the retail coal

offices he was directed to return to the 
dealers who had declined to enter into an 
agreement with the Reading or had not been 
its own customers. Thus many of the poor 
people were punished because they happened 
to be patrons of a business house which did 
not conduct its operations through the Read- 
ing. 
“Tikare was considerable feeling manifested 
between the dealers who were members of 
the local association and those who were not. 
One who would not join the association de- 
clared emphatically that the Reading com- 
pany. was holding up its supply 0€ coal, and 
furnishing transportation facilities to the tn- 
dependent operators for the purpose of allow- 
ing them to charge exorbitant prices for 
their product, and then divide the swag with 
the Reading. This dealer declared he had 
attempted to buy coal from the Reading and 
had sent them a certified check in payment 
for it, but the order and check were returned 
with the statement that the Reading could 
not fill his order. Since then he has dealt 
exclusively with the independent operators 
and paid the prices demanded. He offered 
to furnish every coal dealer present at the 
hearing with all the coal they needed, and 
asserted that he had plenty of coal in his 
yards, while the dealers who were depending 
upon the Reading had none. 
Perry Johnson, representing one of the 
largest coal concerns in Washington, ad- 
mitted that he had discriminated against 
some of his customers and in favor of others. 
This was due to some extent to the fact that 
the market was unsettled, he said. On the 
same day he was compelled to pay two prices 
for coal and he endeavored to combine the 
two purchases and equalize the price. He 
did not succeed well in doing this, however, 
according to his own testimony, as some of

“v! Baldwin Johnson, another retail dealer, 
is likely to get into trouble with the com- 
mittee and he may be placed in arrest tomor- 
row if he does not answer a question pro- 
pounded by Senator Stewart.

SUGAR MEN GIVE UP 


OPPOSITION TO CUBAN TREATY 
WITHDRAWN. 


Oxnard’s American Association Meets 
at Washington and by Resolution 
Drops Its Fight on the Reciprocity 
Agreement—It Is Now Likely to Be 
Ratified—Wisconsin and California 
Interests Declare They Will Have 
No More to Do with Organization. 


- Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—[Special.]—The 
beet sugar interests of the country today 
formally withdrew their opposition to the 
reciprocity treaty with Cuba. 

The Wisconsin and California beet sugar 
men refuse to recognize the action of the 
American association in withdrawing oppo- 
sition to the treaty and declared that they 
would withdraw from the organization. The 
Michigan beet sugar men have the matter 
under advisement. 

It has been the understanding all along 
that the Sugar Beet association would with- 
draw its opopsition to the Cuban treaty, and 
this action has been discounted. 

Mr. Oxnard has withdrawn his opposition 
because he has concluded that a reduction 
of 20 per cent in the Dingley rates would not 
injuriously affect the beet sugar industry, and 
the reciprocity agitation has done more to 
upset prices than would the reduction pro- 
vided for in the treaty. 


Treaty Likely to Be Ratified. 


It is quite likely the treaty will be ratified. 
There is Hable to be opposition by Senators 
Lodge and Aldrich, who fear that reciprocity 
with Cuba will create a sentiment in favor 
of general reciprocity, which might result 
in the ratification of the French treaty. 
There is not much doubt about the necessary 
two-thirds vote being secured, but there is 
liable to be opposition from such men as 
Senator Elkins, who will do anything in their 
power to embarrass the president. 


Opposition Formally Withdrawn. 

Opposition to the treaty was withdrawn 
at today’s meeting of the American Beet 
Sugar association, which passed resolutions 
withdrawing any opposition to the pratifica- 
tion of the Cuban reciprocity treaty, but 
recommending that the treaty be so amend- 
ed as to express in precise language what 
is intended to be secured by it to the beet 
sugar manufacturers of the United States— 
viz.: that during the period of five years 
covered by the treaty no sugar exported 
from Cuba shall be admitted to the United 
States at a reduction of duty greatter than 
26 per cent of the rates of duty thereon as 
provided by the tariff act of July 24, 1897. 

The association also adopted a resolution 
protesting against the unnecessary stimula- 
tion of the sugar and tobacco fIndustries of 
the Philippine islands by means of further 
tariff reductions, thus, as the resolution 
stated, encouraging the people of those is- 
lands, where the labor is but a few cents 


‘per day, to produce those things which this 


country can produce, rather than s 
modities as we are unable to produce. 

None of the 16 factories in Michigan was 
represented in the meeting, except that Mr. 
Julius Stroh of Detroit, the treasurer of the 
association, was present. 


Two States Withdraw. 


There were five companies represented at 
the meeting of the association tonight when 
the Cuban and Philippine resolutions were 
adopted. These were the Americam Beet 
Sugar company, represented. by Henry T. 
Oxnard; the Utah Sugar company, J. R. 
Cutler; the Wisconsin Sugar company, R. G. 
Wagner; the National Sugar company, F, 
K. Carey; and the Los Alamitos Sugar com- 
pany, J. Ross Clark. 

Messrs. Wagner and Clark strongly op- 
posed the Cuban resolution, declaring that 
the present gathering was not a representa- 
tive one of the sugar beet growing industry 
of the country, inasmuch as the entire vote, 


com-

including the proxies held by Mr. Oxnard, did 
not amount to one-half of the sugar beet fac- 
tories in the United States. 


Oxnard Is Denounced. 

Mr. Wagner said he had made the point of 
no quorom at the meeting, but that it was 
disregarded and that a roll call of the mem- 
bers of the association which he demanded 
was refused. Both he and Mr. Clark, after 
the meeting had adjourned, said that they 
would withdraw from further connection 
with the association, as it had outlived its 
usefulness and was dominated by a one man 
power, Mr. Wagner and Mr. Clark both 
voted against the resolutions. 

Mr. Oxnard when seen contended that the 
yearly output of the companies which he 
represented and for those for whom he held 
proxies was vastly greater many times than 
the output of the companies whose repre- 
sentatives had opposed the resolution. 


Michigan Is Considering. 


The Michigan beet sugar interests have not 
yet passed on the resolutions adopted by the 
convention. Senator Burrows and repre- | 
sentatives of the beet sugar interests in 
Michigan were in frequent conference with 
the members of the Beet Sugar Growers’ as- 
sociation during the day, and tonight as- 
sembled at the Arlington hotel, and the res~- 
olutions adopted by the association were read 
over to them, but no action was taken on 
them. 

One of the Michigan men said that thus far 
nothing had been determined as to how 
Michigan would stand in the matter: that 
the beet sugar interests of that state were 
not committed on thesubject. Senator Bur- 
rows said the people of his state probably 
would wait until the Cuban treaty had made 
its appearance from the committee in the 
senate before taking any action. 


Treaty Hearing at Havana. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]} 

HAVANA, Jan. 8.—The committee on for- 
eign affairs of the senate today concluded 
its hearing in the matter of the reciprocity 
treaty with the United States. Representa- 
tives of the oil and sugar refineries, litho- 
graphers, ropemakers, paper manufacturers, 
breweries, and chocolate makers presented 
statements favoring the treaty, but they al! 
asked to have the same protection accorded 
their industries. One sugar refiner said that 
unless the local refineries were protected 
from American competition they would have 
to close. 

It was agreed that the way to protect the 
local industries was to raise the present 
tariffs and then réduce them in favor of 
the United States according to the percentage 
of protection granted. 


MR. BENSINGER BITES AND

Notice will be formally served on the bulld- 
ing contractors of ‘the city next Monday that 
the sympathetic strike is to be resurrected by 
the unions engaged in construction work, 
This will bring to a focus the threatened 
trouble between the contractors and the 
men, which may result in another lockout 
in the building trades. 

The sympathetic strike has been prohibited 
since the close of the old Building Trades 
council war, and many of the unions have 
been restive under the restriction. Early 
last week their central body, the Advisory 
Board of Business Agents, sent out notice 
to all its affiliated unions that they must 
demand the sympathetic strike when they 
meet with their employers to frame up next 
year’s agreements. 

These conferences begin on Monday and 
will continue until March 30, when most of 
the agreements signed two years ago expire. 
They will all demand that the new agree- 
ments either ignore the sympathetic strike 
or that they contain a clause to the effect 
that it ie not a violation when called to assist 
a sister union. 

Sympathetic Strike All Important. 

When seen yesterday the labor leaders if 
the building trades, such as Charles M. Rau, 
president of the advisory board, and M. B. 
Madden, business agent of the Junior Steam- 
fitters, declared that the sympathetic strike 
is all important, and that many of the con- 
tractors themselves favor it. 

“We want the sympathetic strike because 
it is a good thing for us and a good thing 
for the contractors,’’ said President Rau 
yesterday. ‘‘ The contractors have associa- 
tions with laws and bylaws, but the members 
do not live up to them. 

‘“‘A contractor now gets a big job, as was 
done when the G. H. Hammond plant was 
awarded to a member of the association. 
He then gets nonunion men and pays them 
about half the union scale, and makes them 
work two hours longer than the union sched- 
ule. Such work hurts the association mem- 
bers, and it hurts us. It could not be done 
with the sympathetic strike in force.” 


Labor Contrector Makes Trouble. 

“Our arguments do not stop there,’) in- 
terrupted M. B. Madden, “for of late the 
construction of big apartment buildings has 
taken a peculiar line. Now an owner makes 
contracts for his materia! straight from the 
manufacturers and he lets out the labor to 
a labor contractor. This man makes his 
profit by cutting wages and lengthening 
hours. He hurts the contractors of the city 
and he hurts us. We can stop him, but only 
by the sympathetic strike.” 

E. M. Craig, secretary of the contractors’ 
association, does not deny that the resurrec- 
tion of the sympathetic strike has been dis- 
cussed. He declared that the trouble will be 
amicably adjusted, and that the present con- 
tracts which prohibit it will be renewed. 

“We look to see such a course taken,’ he 
said yesterday, “ although wages will be in- 
creased. Thecontractors don't want trouble, 
for there is too much work to be done and too 
many contracts signed. I do not believe the 
men are courting a fight, and do not think 
they will make a strenuous stand to get the 
sympathetic strike renewed at such a cost.” 

The unions involved are also demanding 
an increase in wages. Their old and new 
scales are as follows: Plumbers are now 
getting $4 a day and want $5; gasfitters are 
now getting $4 a day and want $5: plasterers 
are getting $4 a day and want $4.50. All

6,000 requests for help. 

Tue TrRipunz last night communicated 
news of the crisis to Henry E. Weaver, who 
is at French Lick Sprifigs, Ind.” He author- 
ized the statement that he would contribute 
1,000 tons of coal to the relief of the poor, 
distribution to be made by the bureau of as- 
sociated charities. 

Other coal dealers made offers of a similar 
sort. Dealers in the Ellsworth building 
pledged themselves to give 160 tons of coal 
and $200 in cash for charitable purposes, 
O'Gara, King & Co. sent word to the bureau 
of charities that they would deliver 100 tons 
of coal to any addresses the bureau would 
recommend. 

That all of the contributions can be wisely 
used was shown by reports from all over the 
city. The bureau of charities was swamped 
with applications, nearly every police station 
received calls for help, and the county au- 
thorities were moved to the greatest en- 
deavor to fill the wants of the dependent. 


Other Developments of the Day. 

Other developments in the local coal famine 
situation were the following: 

Policemen in poorer districts reported extreme 
wuffering. Many relieved by personal contribu- 
tions from pockets of the officers. _. 

Salvation army officers appealed to city for 
teams to haul free coal to distributing stations. 
Help was promised, and a number of cy hall 
teams will be turned over to this work today. 
Union coal teamsters have rendered assistance 
and union will not interfere with garbage and 
street cleaning teamsters hauling coal for this 
purpose.

Letter by Franklin MacVeagh.

“These times of prosperity mean to the 
wkiow and orphan and the sick and aged 
poor only deeper misery, for whatever pit- 
tance they may have will not now buy as 
much coal or food as before the advance in 


prices. 

“ We trust you will care to glance at our 
folder, which not only concisely mentions 
some features of the bureau's work, but will 
also give an idea of the number and charac- 
ter of its friends.

; Fund Large and Growing. 

What may be the nucleus of a mammoth 
coal fund was laid in above mentioned gifts 
of coal, aggregating 1,260 tons, placed at the 
disposal of the bureau by Henry ©. Weaver, 
O’Gara, King & Co., and other dealers. 

That this fund will be increased largely 
Was assured by the statements of a numober 
ef other dealers last evening, who deciared 
their readiness to add to the fundin amounts 
governed by their own available coal supply 
and the needs of the bureau. Informafion 
that the fund had been started reached many 
of the coal dealers late in the evening, and it 
wes impossible for the officers of the com- 
panies or members of firms to determine the 
amounts they will give. 

The matter will be taken up today by the 
éfEcers and members of many companies, and 
by tonight, it is expected, tne coal fund at 
the disposition of the bureau of charities 
wili be largely increased. 


Fuel and Cash Donated. 


The Salvation army coal fund, which fs be- 
ing distributed at minimum cost to the poor 
at six distributing stations, was increased 
during the day by the contribution of 160 tons 
@f coal ‘and $200 by coal dealers in the Ells- 
worth building at the solicitation of J. K. 
Hering. 

Most of the dealers in the buildings séll fuel

illinois railroad, and it ts urderstood that

- Charity. The first delivery probably will be 


made today, and the entire contribution will 
be supplied as fast as the Salvation army de- 
sires.

Thousand Tons as One Gift. 


Later in the afternoon Henry E. Weaver 
announced that the Weaver Coal and Coke 
company would place 1,000 tons of coal at 
the disposal of the bureau. | 

“We will place this 1,000 tons of coal 
at the disposition of the charitable organiza- 


- ton at any of our six coal yards the bureau 


may designate,” was Mr. Weaver's announce- 
ment. “ From these yards we will deliver the 
coal to any persons whom the managers of 
the bureau may direct."' 


Many Others Will Aid. 
Among other coal men who last evening 


' expressed themselves, and most of whom de- 
clared their willingness to add to the coal 
fund in the disposition of the bureau of 


charities, were the following:

Retail dealing is out of 
our line and therefore it wil! be difficult for 
us to deliver any coal for charity. We have 
been crowded to get a sufficient number of 
teams to make deliveries under our contracts. 
If the bureau can find some way of hauling 
the coal we will give readily. If the public 
raises a money fund for the purchase of coal 
there will be no difficulty in the way of get- 
ting the supplies. 


Some Have No Coal. 

_J. EB. Decker—If I had the coal I'd give, but 
I am hard pressed to get coal to fill my con- 
@racts. While I am a believer in charity, I 
believe first in filling contract obligations. 
If I can get coal, though, I will be ready to 
give. 

A. L. Sweet—I am not able to get coal to 
fill my contracts. If I had coal to spare I 
would give. 

John Crerar—We are trying to take care 
of our contracts. It is a charity that com- 
mends itself, however, and we may take up 
the proposition of aiding the fund. Just at 
present we are hard pressed to take care of 
our customers. 

‘W. P. Rend—While I do not want to stand 
in the way of any charity on the part of 
others, and would be ready to give at any 
other time, I do not fee) like giving now. 
The coal dealers have beep misplaced in the 
position of having tried to sandbag the pub- 
lic, and gifts to charity by them look like at- 
tempts to placate public opinion. I hesitate

Many Are Without Coal. 
At the bureau of charities central! district, 


- with headquarters at 1500 Wabash avenue, 
' sixty applications came in during the day. 


Six families among these were found to be 
absolutely without fire, and all were in dire 
straits. 

At the west side office, 183 Madison street, 
forty-three applications were received. Of 
these eight were entirely out of fue] and the 
families were huddled in cold apartments. 
“The situation is serious, I never experi- 
enced anything like it,’’ came the report over 
the telephone to Supt. Ernest P. Bicknell. 

‘The lower north district takes in the ter- 


_ yitory bounded by North avenue, the lake, 


and the river. “‘I am swamped with dis- 
tress,” reported the superintendent. Twen- 
ty-three cases came to him during the day. 
The superintendent said he could get coal, 
and was taking care of every one as fast 
as he could. 

“The situation is serious,’’ came the word 
from the stockyards station. “‘We must 
have extra help.” Extra heip also was 
asked from the Englewood district, where 
forty cakes were reported, of which twenty- 
five families were absolutely without coal. 


“Basketful’’ Coal Comes High. 

** Coal is the crying need,’’ was the report 
of Supt. Bicknell last evening. ‘“‘ The poor 
people must have fuel or they Will freeze. 
The high prices are falling most heavily on 
those who are least able to bearthem. Those 
who buy fuel by the ton think their situation 
is bad enough, but those who have to pay 
at the rate of from $10 to $20 a4 ton when they 
get. it by the basketful are the worst off of 
all. They are paying more for poor soft coal 
than they used to pay for anthracite, and 
their struggles to get the poorest substitute 
are pitiful in the extreme. 

“ Every ton of coal given us will be a bless- 
ing to half a dozen persons at least. The 
need for food is dwarfed in comparison with 
the necessity for heat, without which some 
of these unfortunates will perish.” 


City Undertakes Relief. 
. Following the precedent set in former years 
when an emergency was presented by the 
suffering of the poor, the city will undertake 
the distribution of relief today. An appeal 
was made yesterday by Col. Sowdon of the 
Salvation army for. city aid in hauling coal 
to the districts where it is needed. This re- 
quest will be considered at a conference of 
the army workers and the city officials today. 


. It is probable the use of the ward wagons 


of the street cleaning department will be 
given. 

. For the purpose of relief work there is 
now in the city hall a sum of several! hun- 
dred dollars, but as this is needed annually 
in aiding cases of distress which cannot be 
reached quickly enough by other means, it 
is not intended to expend it for the purchase 
of coal if it can possibly be saved. 

‘This money, however, will form a nucleus 
for the fund to be raised by popular sub- 
scription. 

Mayor Talks of Fund. 
“Bach year,” said the mayor, “the city 
has spent about $2,000 In relief work. There 
was. about $100 left from this fund last year. 
To this there was added $680, which was 


yaised for the Martinique sufferers before the 


French government decided it would not re- 
quire assistance. When it was discovered 
that the money would not be used I wrote a 
letter to each of the donors asking that the 
contribution be allowed to stand in the po- 
lice relief fund and consent was given. This 
fund is what we have this year for cases of 
extreme emergency. It should only be used 
for such cases. It can form the nucleus of 
a larger fund which may be donated by citi- 
zens and used for relief work. ;

Some of this was left when I came in office, 
and we have continued the relief fund by, 
raising and disbursing about $2.000 a year.

Sees Indications of Combine. 


In the opinion of the attorney general the 
end of the coal famine is not In sight, nor will 
it be for some time. He says the natural 
shortage is aggravated by conditions that 
tend to point to a combine for the purpose of 
putting up prices. 

.Up to this time Mr. Hamlin has heard from 
only two of his personal representatives who 
are making investigations in the coal flelds. 
The storm that swept over the state this 
week has delayed the work. They are yet to 
go over the conditions in the coal fields along 
the, Chicago and Eastern Illinois railroad. 
Their report will cover among other things 
the output of the mines visited, number of 
miners employed, hours of the work each 
day, thé market to which each mine’s prod- 
uct is shipped, and the conditions surround- 
ing the furnishing of cars by the railroads 
for coal shipments. if 

Apart from the attorney general, the pros- 
ecution of the dealers in the criminal courts 
rests entirely with the Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation. If that body gathers evidence that 
the state’s attorney considers strong enough 
to warrant convictions a grand jury will be 
called to hear the facts. The association’s 
committee is expected to confer with the 
state’s attorney today, submitting such ad- 
ditional documentary evidence as has been 
gathered. 

Mr. Deneen has little to say about the evi- 
dence presented to him. After a conference 
with Attorney General Hamlin a decision 
will be made as to what action will be taken. 


Reported Conflict Denied. 


A report that Mr. Deneen hadclashed with 
the manufacturers’ association was denied 
fast.evening by the state’s attorney and by 
Attorney Levy Mayer, representing the asso- 
ciation. :

BIG COAL DEAL IN ILLINOIS. 


Negotiations Pending for the Transfer 
of Mines Involving Two 
Million Dollars, 


Springfield, Ill., Jan. 8.—A coal deal is be- 
ing engineered and will undoubtedly be con- 
summated whereby the mines of the Taylor- 
ville Coal company, the Riverton Coal com- 
pany (two in number), the Starnagle com- 
pany, Black Diamond Coal company, and 
Junction Coal Mining company, the latter 
three of Springfield, will be consolidated. 
They are to be purchased by a New York 
syndicate, the deal’ having been engineered 
by J. A. Agee of Chicago, president of the 
Riverton Coal company, and D. D. Shum- 
away, president of the Taylorville Coal 
company. New York capitalists are inter- 
ested in the deal and $1,000,000 Is involved. 
An attorney of one of the mine owners left 
tonight for New York to make the transfer 
of the mine in question. | 

Another large coal mine deal is also ap- 
proaching consummation. J. A. Gilmore of 
Chicago, representing the Crescent Coal com- 
pany of that city, is in the city and has ge- 
cured options on six mines in the Springfield 
subdistrict. These mines are the West End 
Coal company of Springfield, the two mines 
of the Chicago-Virden Coal company at Vir- 
den, the two mines at Carlinville, and the 
mine at Tallula, Menard county. It is the 
intention of the Crescent Coal company to 
secure all the mines along the line of the 
Chicago and Alton between Bloomington and 
Carlinville. Over $1,000,000 will be involved 
in the deal if it goes through.

quarters of the Bureau of Charities, in all the 
police stations, end at the various posts of 
the Salvation army and other relief organiza- 
‘tions these stories of distress are told and 
retold. In some cases the sufferers said they 
could buy coal in small quantities were it 
‘to be obtained for a normal price, while oth- 
ers were without any money with which to 
buy fuel, be it ever so cheap. 

- Women, with children dependent on them, 
the greatest sufferers. With the bread- 
winner of the family dead svores of then. are 
unable to earn the money necessary to keep 
themselves and their children in even com- 
‘parative comfort. 


Cold, Destitute, and 
| One etory of suffering in a barren looking 
‘house in Morgan Park that for days had 
‘been regarded with suspicion by the peuple 
of the neighborhvod came to the attention of 
‘the bureau of charities. 

Ill, and cold, and hungry, ignored by their 
neighbors, and unable to speak English to. 
appeal for help, five persons were found 
struggling with adversity and poverty. 

A boy 19 years old and a girl a year younger 
were found delirious with typhoid fever; an- 
other girl, 20 years old, was just cOming 
down with the disease; a boy of 14, weak 
and cold, was crouched in the corner of the 
gick room, and a father in the first stages 
of the fever was aiding a married daughter 
fn caring for the sick, when nurses from the 
Illinois Training schoo] arrived at the house, 
bringing succor and medicine. And with all 
this distress one member of the family, a 


‘boy, already had died of the fever. 


There was no fire in any part of the four- 
teen room house, and the coal bin was empty. 
There’ was only the polluted wate: of the 
lake to drink, and a few loaves of bread for 
the family, the members of which had becbms 
victims of insanitary plumbing. 


| ‘Mystery to the Neighborhood. 
_ Those who reside near One Hundred and 
Fifteenth street and South Western avenue 
had been trying to solve the mystery of the 
big house for days. No one had been seen to 
enter or leave it. Slowly the secret was re- 
vealed after the arrival of the nurses and 
physicians, who had been dispatched to the 
house on Sunday by the bureau of charities.

Immediately after the abrogation of the contracts the independent operators began to mine coal as fast as possible, 
using double shifts in some mines, and rushing coal to market as fast as possible—the trust supplying the firms that ordi- 
‘narily are their competitors with cars in large numbers and aiding them in every way to get coal to the market. The per- 
centage of coal supplied by the independents rose rapidly. 

Ordinarily, during the winter.season, the anthracite mines owned by the trust work double shifts and add greatly to 
their output.’ This winter the trust mines are working extraordinarily small forces and short hours. The trust collieries 
have an insufficient supply of cars to carry their own coal to market, but can supply all the cars the independents need.

Those who aspire to great wealth will be 
deeply grieved when they learn that Repre- 
sentative Griffith of Indiana today intro- 
duced a resolution proposing an amendment 
to the constitution which will limit the for- 
tune of every citizen of the United States to 
$10,000,000. The resolution points out at 
great length the dangers of great fortunes 
and paints a gloomy picture for the futureif 
the wealth of the country is centered in the 
hands of a few and fortunes become larger 
each year. Mr. Griffith is a democrat, but 
he will not stand sponsor for such a propo- 
sition. He introduced the resolution at the 
request of one of his constituents. 4 

“It begins to look as if we would get some 
trust legislation at this session after all,” 
said Jesse Overstreet of Indianapolis, a 
member of the house judiciary committee. 
‘We can get our bill through the senate, I 
think, provided it is framed.on conservativ 
lines. 

“The proper policy for us at this time, in 
my opinion, is to make a beginning. It is 
manifestly impossible for us to do the whole 
thing at once. The subject Is too large and 
the best lawyers in congress differ too wide- 
ly to make it possible to correct all the evils 
at one time. 

“The people of the country look to us for 
some sort of trust legislation, and I think 
they will be entirely satisfied if we take the 
first real steps at this session and then con- 
tinue the work from time to time. 

“Our committee will report out a sep- 
arate bill providing for expediting anti-trust 
sults as suggested by the attorney general. 
This can be passed through both houses at 
once, and as it is an emergency measure it 
should not be delayed by waiting for gen- 
eral trust legislation. A conservative anti- 
trust measure can readily be passed through 
the house and similar action in the senate 
ought to be possible. Radical legislation, of 
course, cannot pass the senate, and it is 
folly to attempt to do more than make a 
start at the present time. The people are in 
earnest in demanding action to curb the pow- 
er of the trusts and we ought to meet the 
popular demand at once, but this does. not 
mean hasty or unwise legislation.” , 


Officials at the state department today 
ridiculed the idea that the German govern- 
ment had at any time 6ffered to buy the 
Panama canal, and at the German embassy 
an even stronger denial was made.

-ANTI-TRUST BILLS IN HOUSE. 


Two Measures Said to Represent Views 
of the Administration Are Pre- 
pared in Committee. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—Two anti-trust 
bills prepared by Attorney General Knox 
were introduced in the house today by Rep- 
resentative Jenkins, chairman of the judi- 
clary committee. These bills are said to rep- 
resent the views of the administration on the 
question, being along the lines of the sugges- 
tions contained in Mr. Knox’s letter to Sen- 
ator Hoar and Mr. Littlefield. One of the 
bills amends the Sherman anti-trust law, to 
strengthen and perfect it to meet the views 
of the attorney general. 

The second bill provides for the appoint- 
ment of a commission to carry out the pro- 
visions of the Sherman act as amended. It 
is provided that the commission shall be a 
bipartisan affair, but the bill as introduced 
leaves blank the number of commissioners 
to be appointed, the length of their service, 
and the compensation they are to receive,

New York Retailers Charge Conspira- 
cy, Saying Railways Will Not Fur- 
nish $5 Coal, but Permit Independ- 
ents to Fix Any Rate They May De- 
sire — Cleveland Association Sur- 
renders and Disbands — Suffering 
and Scarcity at Other Places. 


New York, Jan. 8.—[Special.]—The -coal 
situation was worse today. The price of in- 
dependent coal was as high as $11 and $13 
retail, or, as the independent operators em- 
phatically put it, “the market was strong- 
er."” The secret of itis thet the independents 
have cornered the market as far as New York 
is concerned, and control practically all the 
anthracite in the city. 

The amount of railroad ($5) coal received 
since the first of the year !s so insignificant 
and small as to create wonder. Of the 40.000 
tons arriving dally at tidewater not 10,000 
tons are railroad coal. *The belief is strong 
with retailers, whose coa] supply has been 
curtailed by the railroads, that a good pro- 
portion of the coal now being sold as inde- 
pendent, at $10 a ton minimum, is in reality 
railroad coal. 

“It is my deep rooted conviction,” said one 
of these men, “‘ that the railways are not 
playing fair. They profess to hok? to the 
$5 schedule for their coal, but when we go 
to them for coal they tell us that they have 
no coal. They might as well fix a $2a ton 
rate.

The robbery was carried out by four men, 
who flagged the train and then looted the ex- 
press car, securing a sum variously esti- 
mated at from $20,000 to $30,000. Some re- 
ports had the amount even larger, but no 


accurate figures could be obtained. 


Dead Man Tells Tales. — 
As the robbers were leaving the express 
car one of them was shot to death, but 
whether by Express Messenger Bye or by 


one of his “ pals ’’ never was determined, al- 


though the messenger contended that it was 
his bullet that ended the desperado’‘s life. 
The dead bandit was photographed and this 
picture furnished the clew that led to the 


arrest of Estelle. 


A few days after the robbery the photo- 
graph was recognized as a likeness of George 
Gordon, a well known postoffice robber and 


dying from a bullet wound near the heart. 
Before he lost consciousness Byrd said: 

Walter Edwards shot me.’’ 

He was pressed to give particulars, but 
was unable to say anything more and died 
soon after. The shooting took place in the 
Mnen room on the fourth story of the hotel. 

Edwards, who is one of the bellmen, left 
the hotel after the shooting and ata late hour 
had not been captured ? 

The cause of the shooting is unknown, but 
it is thought that Edwards may have been 
reprimanded by Byrd for not being on duty 
in the lobby. As head bellman, it was Byrd's 
duty to see that the others were at their 
posts, and the “call sheet’’ in the hotel 
office shows that Edwards was not sum- 
moned to the fourth floor, where the shooting

Minister Bowen will leave La Guayra 
next Saturday on an American warship and 
will proceed directly to Washington, where 
he will present the Venezuelan case to the 


- British-German commission.

All Conditions Accepted. 


Venezuela accepted the. conditions im- 
posed by the powers after two stormy meet- 
ings of the cabinet. The government con- 
siders these conditions to be unjust, but de- 
clares it is obliged to yield to force. The 
Venezuelan answer was delivered at the 
United States legation here at noon today. 

The conditions of the powers cover cash

BERLIN DINES ON HORSE. 


| SIX HUNDRED GUESTS AT A BAN- 


QUET OF EQUINE FLESH. 


German Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals Gives a Dinner 
at Which the Bill of Fare Consists 
of Horse Soup, Pickled Horse 
Tongue, Fillet of Horse, and Roast 
Horse—All the Dishes Are Greatly 
Relished. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
BERLIN, Jan. 8.—Sixty well groomed 
horses, which had feasted for weeks on 
clover and oats, provided the menu at a re- 
markable banquet attended by 600 guests, 
that was given tonight by the Berlin society 

for the prevention of cruelty to animals. 
The menu comprised horsebone soup, 
pickled horse tongues, fillet of mare in Ma- 
deira sauce, and roast leg of filly. The 
guests ate double portions with unmistak- 
able relish. Members of the reichstag, 
aldermen, and representatives of art and 


| literature were among the company. 


The purpose of the banquet was, by con- 
vincing the diners of the palatableness and 
wholesomeness of horseflesh, to induce horse 
owners to save their old horses from ending 
their years in ill used drudgery by feeding 
them under healthful conditions until they 
are fit for the table. 

One of the speakers said that 30,000 horses 
had been butchered and eaten in Berlin in 
1902, and he hoped that the number would 
soon be ten times as many. 


FINAL SHOW OF THE DURBAR. 


Viceroy Curzon Reviews 30,000 British 
and Native Troops, Led by anes 
Kitchener. 


DELHI, India, Jan, 8.—The review today 
by the viceroy of India, Lord Curzon of 
Keddleston, of 30,000 British and native 
troops led by Lord Kitchener, was the last 
important event of the coronation durbar. 

The viceroy, the duke of Connaught, and 
the grand duke of Hesse, surrounded by a 
brilliant staff, took up their positions at the 
saluting point betwen the grand stands. 
From every side an immense multitude of 
Europeans and natives watched the march 
past and cheered the favorite regiments. 
Lady Curzon and the duchess of Connaught 
witnessed the review from carriages 

The scene was not less brilliant ‘" coloring 
than the preceding events, and it equaled 
them in picturesqueness. There was a par- 
ticularly effective maneuver after the pass- 
ing of the horse artilery, the cavalry, the 
field batteries, and the infantry in the order 
named, The cavalry. in line of regiments, 
followed by the artillery, galloped past again 
and formed half a mile in front of the grand 
stand, and from this position charged down 
in a long line to within a short distance of the 
saluting point. 

Of all the soldiers reviewed today none 
made a better impfession than the native 
volunteers, which were led by native princes , 
magnificently uniformed and horsed. The 
imperial service corps, composed of natives 
which saw service in China, excited great 
admiration and wes given a tremendous re- 
ception.

LONDON, Jan. 9, 3 a. m.—Colonial Secre- 
tary Chambefilain is exercising a benevolent 
dictatorship over south Africa. His speeches. 
are printed and details of his conference 
with the Boer leaders are supplied by. corre- 
spondents of the press, but the ordinary func- 
tions of public opinion are suspended. The 
unionist journals applaud in a perfuctory 
manner everything he does and says, and 
virulent pro-Boers content themselves with. 
the reflection that the settlement is his, as 
the war was also his. There can be no ap- 
peal from Chamberlain, and consequently 
the Boer leaders are attempting to make the 
best terms possible and to settle compensa- 
tion claims without-delay. 

It is already evident that Chamberlain's 
energy and business capacity have made a 
deep impression upon the Boers, and that 
they are less resentful and implacable, albeit 
not yet reconciled. The settlement of many 
practical questions will be hastened by his 


presence, and représentative institutions can- 


not long be deferred, but the consideration,’ 
when it comes, can hardly be anything but 
Dutch in political control, and it will remain 
an open question whether the loyalty of the 
Boer to the British crown will be like the 
loyalty of the French Canadians. 


Outlook for Foreign Trade. 


The statisti¢s of British foreign trade for 
1902 have given fairly general satisfaction, 
but the croakers are not’satisfied that the 
gains will continue. They assert that two- 
thirds of the increase in imports is wheat 
and that one half of it will be offset this year 
by an enlarged crop in the united kingdom. 
While this may involve a reduction of im- 
ports it may not affect the price, and there is: 
a general opinion that there will be no ad- 
vance in the chief article of food. Higher 
prices for sugar are again predicted, but the 
same forecasts were made a year ago and not 
fulfilled. The government hasbeen fortunate 
in levying new duties on grain and sugar 
under conditions of supply which have con- 
cealed the taxation from the consumers. 

It is fully understood here that the peculiar 
conditions of the understocked American mar- 
ket explain the gain in pig iron exports, but 
neither statisticians nor merchants venture 
predictions respecting the iron and steel 
trade of the United States this year. There 
is.a reasonable expectation that exports of 
steel rails and manufactures of iron to Japan 
and Canada will increase.

POLICE GET A CLEW TO THE 


SLAYER OF ANTON DUFFEK. 


Dozen Detectives Searching for a Man 
Who Is Said to Have Been a Member 
of the Robber Gang. 


The name of a man, who is believed to have 
been a member of the gang that murdered 
Anton Duffek in his California avenue saloon 
on Wednesday night has been given to the 
police, and a dozen detectives are search- 
ing for him. Edward Fitzgerald, the former 
policeman who was arrested several hours 
before, after having held up the saloon of 
Robert Koehler, 188 Twenty-second street, 
is believed to have been a “pal” of the 
slayers and a member of the same gang. 

It is believed by the police that after Fitz- 
gerahi’s arrest his companions wert to West- 
ern avenue and Twenty-first street with 
the intention of holding up four saloons 
there, im which were severa) thousand d@ol- 
lars, with which to cash the checks of em- 
ployés of the Burlington railway, who were 
paid during the day. Extra police protec- 
tion had been provided for these places, 
however, and the robbers are thought to 
have moved on to Duffek's place, where there 
was $5,000 of Douglas Park Building and 
Loan association funds in the safe. 

One theory that the police are investigat- 
ing is that the attempted robbery of Duf- 
fek may have been for the purpose of se- 
curing money to defend a prisoner who is 
to appear im the Maxwell street police court 
today on a charge of having robbed a saloon 
in West Eighteenth street two weeks ago. 
information was furnished to the police by a 
certain city official, it is said, that a relative 
of the prisoner was implicated in the Duffek 
raid. 


CONFIRMS SALE OF READING. 


President Loree of Baltimore and Ohio 
Explains Deal by Which His Road 
and Lake Shore Are United. 


Baltimore, Md., Jan. 8.—President Loree 
of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad officially 
confirmed the published report of the pur- 
chase for his company of stock in the Phila- 
delphia and Reading railroad and the subse- 
quent sale of a part of that stock through 
the Pennsylvania company to the Vanderbilt 
interests. 

He said the control of the Reading was ac- 
quired by the Pennsylvania road on behalf 
of the Baltimore and Ohio road through 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. Of a total of 2,800,000 
shares this firm secured between 1,200,000 
and 1,400,000 shares in the interest of the 
Pennsylvania. This was largely preferred 
stock. 

Then the Vanderbilts and the Baltimore 
and Ohio were invited to take these purchases 
between them. This was to bring the Read- 
ing into the community of ownership scheme 
originated by the Pennsylvania railroad and 
the New York Central without conflicting 
with the laws of the state of Pennsylvania. 
which prohibit the Pennsylvania railroad 
from owning control of a competing line. 
The Vanderbilts nominated the Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern railroad to take up 
their share of the purchase, and the transac- 
tion involved the issuing of about $25,000,000 
in bonds. Pennsylvania selected the Baltl- 
more and Ohio, ard this company financed 
the requirements by part of the money de-. 
rived from the recent sale of $42,500,000 of 
stock. 

President Loree said the deals double the 
mileage operated under the Baltimore and

Kubelik 
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Is he as greatas Kubelik? To compare may 
not be good form, either critically or socially, 
but such was the question heard on all sides 
at the recital given last evening in the Audi- 
torium by Jaroslav Kocian. The query was 
but the natural one, for nationality and 
musical origin, as wel as managerical ad- 
vertisement, had associated the two young 
Bohemia,» violinists so closely in public mind 
that comparison was unavoidable The pre- 
ponderance of opinion last evening Seemed to 
be that Kocian. is not so great as is Kubelik 
—at least such was the sentiment heard ex- 
pressed on all sides during the intermissions 
and at the close of the recital. = 

The more exact estimate would probably be 
found in the statement that Kocian is as 
great as Kubelik in certain things and dif- 
ferent from him in others. Technical’y, heis 
the equal of his remarkable predecessor— 
there was evident in his work last evening 
that same absolute and astounding mastery 
over the mechanics of his instrument, the 
same umerring accuracy, the same ease 
and dexterity that made Kubelik’s playing a 
thing never to be forgotten. And he has, if 
anything, am even greater beauty of tone— 
his tone. being larger and fuller tham was 
that heard from Kubelik when here last sea- 
son. And yet Kocian does not affect his 


. listeners, as did his fellow countryman. 


There is the same difference in the playing 


of.the two violinists that there is in their per- 
sonal appearance and'personality. Kubelik 
‘had about him a suggestion of nervous en- 
ergy; Kocian impresses as calm almost to 
'the point of the phlegmatic. Kubelik in 
“movement was almost awkward; Kocian has 
\the graceful ease of a man of the world. 


Kubelik with his odd little nods of the head 


when he took his recalls, and his quick, 
nervous walk as he left the stage, had about 


him something striking, peculiar, almost un- 
canny; Kocian, with his slow, deep bow and 
his iself-possessed, leisurely withdrawal, im- 
presses as being the polished gentleman and 
artist. 
seemed the youth, as yet a bit un- 
_eertain of himself and of his powers; Kocian 
eauses you to feel his manliness and ma- 
‘turity. Watching both of them, you see that 
‘they are but boys, and in years Kocian is 
known to be the younger—yet as he enters, 
‘as he plays, and as he retires from the stage 
/you feel that he is older than was Kubelik. 
It is an interesting stady, the comparing 
of these two wonderful lads, and in their 
playing is felt the same differences that are 
‘discoverable itn their appearance. Kubelik 
held your attention by the nervous force and 
‘the peculiarity amounting almost to uncanni- 
‘ness found in his work. ‘There was in it 
‘something entirely out of the usual, some- 
‘thing that was completely apart from any 
‘technical facility he possessed, something 
‘that was so unusual that genius seemed the 
‘only term that we knew wherewith to de- 
scribe it. 

| Koctan lacks this quality. He wins you 
‘by the grace and manliness of his personal 
appearance; he interests you by the beauty 
‘and supreme finish with which he does 
everything. He compels your admiration 


moveorstiryou. He {is not a cold player, but 
he is a self-possessed, we!l poised, polished 
one. There is never a hint of emotional inten- 
sity or of a passionate outburst. His playing 
is remarkable, exceptional, wonderful, but 
it is as blond as his own physical complex- 
ion. Kubelik’s was bruneite. 


The audience that welcomed the young 
Bohemian was comppsed almost entirely of 
his countrymen. It was an audience of some 
2,500 to 3,000 persorts—an audience that filled 
the gallery to the full, banked the balcony 
half the way back with listeners, and left 
scarcely a seat in front of the wells on the 
lower floor unoccupied. It was an audience 
that came with floral tributes for the young 
master and with enthusisstic hearts and 
ready hands, eager to do him homage. 

He was greeted warmly when he and his 
little accompanist appeared, and applause 
was accorded him whenever the chance of- 
fered in the Paganini ‘Concerto, He was 
recalled three times after this first number 
and added an encore—the sé¢remade by 
Pierné—and after his second group he was 
compelled to play three additional selec- 
tions. It was an audience that was deter- 
mined to be enthusiastic, and it would not 
be denied. And there was much in the 
young violinist’s work to command admira- 
tion. . 

As has been stated, his technical eqyip- 
ment is of the transcendental sort t 
seems to know no difficulties. He never ap- 
pears to work to play anything—he simply 
plays it, and the performance is always 
technically satisfying, even when it is not 
astonishing. The instrument Kocian uses 
is of surpassing beauty of tone, powerful 
and resonant, yet of rare softness and puri- 
ty, and even in the most intricate technical 
passages this tonal loveliness is present and 
makes its charm felt. , 

Of the numbers on the program only a 
Canzonetta by D’Ambrosio, an attractive bit 
of writing, and a Fantasie Boheme by 
Sevceik were unfamiliar. The latter is a 
brilliant setting of themes strongly national 
in character, handled and developed with a 
skill and effectiveness that speak in no slight 
terms of praise of the musical and creative 
abilities of the man who was Kocian’s in- 
structor. 

Miss Clara Cermak was the pianist of the 
evening, playing two selections by, Chopin 
and one by Liszt. Possessed of fleet fingers 
and a good strong forearm, the young woman 
devoted her best energies and abilities to the 
task in hand, and was rewarded with flow- 
ers and with demands for additional selec- 
tions. Her most satisfactory performance 
was that accorded the Chopin waltzinA flat. 

Franz Spindler was the accompaénist and 
was highly satisfactory, playing with dis- 
crimination and with the complete sym- 
pathy that springs from thorough under- 
standing of the soloist’s intentions and de- 
sires. 

A second recital will be given tomorrow 
afternoon in the Auditorium at 2:30 o'clock.

PRESIDENT GIVES BRILLIANT 
RECEPTION TO DIPLOMATS. 


Gorgeous Gowns of the Women and 
Dazzling Uniforms of the Men a 
Marked Feature of the Occasion. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—[Special.]— 
‘President Roosevelt's reception of the diplo- 
‘matic corps at the White house tonight was 
the most brilliant, perhaps, of any official 
‘function given in the historic mansion. While 
‘the decorations were not nearly so profuse as 
in former years, the gorgeousness of the uni- 
forms of the diplomats, the glitter of the gold 
lace and their jeweled decoratians, together 
‘with the exquisite gowns of the ladies who 
‘attended, more than made up for this, The 
marine band completely filled the north side 
of the colonial hall between the two large 
mirrors, and, with the old obstructions re- 
moved, filled all the rooms on the first floor 
‘with lively strains of music. 

‘The president with Mrs. Roosevelt and the 
ladies of the cabinet stoodinthe bay window 
‘of the blue parlor, as they did on New Year's 
day, thus leaving those who assisted in re- 
ceiving facing the president’s party. 

Mrs. Roosevelt wore 4 superb gown of 
‘white velvet, regal in its sweeping train 
and ample folds, and trimmed on the bodice 
‘with rare old lace. She wore her diamond 
necklace presented by the president just 
after their coming to the White house, also 
a bea ‘iful diamond ornament in her hair, 
‘and s-veral smaller diamond ornaments 
about the bodice. 

Cassini, who was the first wom- 
an in the dplomatic corps to pass before 
the president and the ladies of the cabinet, 
wore a gown of old yellow lace over white 
satin, with a quantity of diamond orna- 
ments and a large bunch of crimson flowers 
fastened to her corsage.

DRIVERS WIN FIGHT FOR - 
ONE MILK DELIVERY A DAY. 


New Agreement Will Become Effective 
Jan. 15, and Wagons Will Not Start | 
on Trips Until 8 O’Clock A, M. at 


Milk dealers haye yielded to the 
of their drivers that only one delivery of 
milk be made daily, and that the wegons 
shall not start out before 8 o'clock a. m. 

The local union of the drivers has been 
organized but three months, yet has en- 
rolled 1,900 out of 2,400 men eligible to mem- 
bership.

“The remedy is to elevate the marriage 
state; woman should make it her mission to 
see that the sanctity appear in it. 

**In certain parts of the city we are teach- 
ing the children to cook, and we believe it 
will reduce intemperance where this cooking 
is done.

The American government has given fuf- 
ther evidénce of its desire to be as lenient 
and-generous as possible in its dealings with 
China. The price of’silver has fallen con- 
siderably since the Chinese government 
bound itself by treaty to pay indemnities 
to different foyeign powers on account of the 
boxer outrages. That government now 


offers in payment of the second installment | 


of the indemnities the same amount of silver 
it would have paid over if the gold value of 
taat metal were what it was when the treaty 
was signed. The treaty provides that the 
indemnity “ shall constitute a gold debt.” 
China proposes to make the debt a silver 
debt and to pay less than the stipulated sum. 

The European powers will not accede to 
this. Their representatives at Pekin have 
signed a note warning the Chinese govern- 
ment that it is no light matter to repudiate 
treaty obligations. Minister Conger, acting 
under orders from the state department, de- 
clined to sign the collective note, The Amer- 
ican government has held aloof altogether 
from the demand for the payment of the sec- 
ond installment on the gold basis. It appre- 
ciates the difficulties under which the Chi- 
nese governmént is laboring. There are con- 
tinual outbreaks which have to be put down, 
Even if there be the inclination to pay the 
full amount of money due—whiich is doubt- 
ful—there may be a question as to the ability 
to pay.

Queen Marie Antoinette was wont to de- 
scribe herself as a martyr to what she stig- 
matized as ‘Madame Etiquette.” .and St. 
Simon in his memoirs portrays King Louis 
XIV. of France, the “ grand monarque,”’ 
shivering shirtless in the cold on arising from 
his bed because the lord of the chamber, 
whose duty it was to hand him that ele- 
mentary garment, happened to be absent, and 
no other of the numerous courtiers present 
at the Lever du Roi dared to transgress 
etiquette by handing the shirt to his majesty. 

The late Queen Victoria, a most sensible

to King Louis Philippe of France fivtne the 
lifetime of her husband.

A 
couple of minutes later the man reappeared 
with a goblet of water-on.a gold salver and 
pr®sented it to the queen. To the astonish- 
ment of King Louis Philippe it was declined 
by Victoria. The man was just leaving the 
room when the late Duc d’Aumale; who had 
been an attentive witness of the whole af- 
fair, took the salver from the servant and 
presented it himself to the queen. Her 
majesty immediately accepted the proffered 
goblet and drank the water with manifest 
relish. Only then did worthy King Louis 
Philippe realize that his royal guest deemed 
herself debarred by the unwritten laws of 
etiquette from taking the goblet from the 
hand of an ordinary servant. 

Talking of etiquette, I wonder how many of. 
the friends and acquaintances of the Turkish 
envoy at Washington have observed how he 
eats melons. Etiquette in every Mohamme- 
dan country, at the court of the khedive, as 
at the court of the sultan, demands that 
melons should be sliced and eaten in a par- 
ticular way.

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


We cannot say that we are exactly delight- 
ed with ‘‘ The Almanac” which comes to 
Our desk, although in some ways itis a dis-. 
tinct contribution to lighter literature. The 
story carries the reader through one year 
of thrilling episodes in the life of the hero, 
who is depicted in the frontispiece, evidently 
just after hé has been struck by an automo- 
‘bile. While we are and always have been 
advocates of realism in literature, we do not 
approve of the pathological or therapeutical 
cult. Whoever wrote “ The Almanac” has 
at some time come under the influence of the 
symptomatic stories of the fate Frank Nor- 
ris, as well as the writings of De Quincey. 
Whole pages of what might otherwise have 
been devoted to entertaining and pleasing in- 
cident are filled with descriptions of the hero 
having floating specks before his eyes, pains 
in the back, cold feet, etc. No wonder there 
is no love story in the book. The hero seems 
to put In all his spare evenings hunting the 
doctor, There is, however, an occasional flash 
of humor. One bright spot in the story is 
where one of the characters asks another, 
When is a door nota door?” It is unfair to 
the sprightly author of the story to give the 
reply. Another objection to, the workman- 
ship of the plot is that some space is used 
in telling of the beauteous May and June 
weather, yet even with this opportunity 
there is not the slightest hint of courtship 
or matrimony. * Instead, the hero is dtagged 
into malarial fever, hay fever, typhoid, sum- 
mer pneumonia, and gout—all in two chap- 
ters. Some people may enjoy this sort of 
thing, but others do not. Our realists are 
going too far. They should write of the 
things of life and the facts of living, it is 
true, but people in a story can be made to 
do something else than be sick. There are 
also séveral pages of “‘ letters '’ from differ- 
ent characters. This is a palpable plagiar- 
ism from ‘“* The Letters of Elizabeth’’ and 
** An Englishwoman’s Love Letters.’’ These 
de unkindly, but in all 
honesty. The dealers assert that ‘‘ The Al- 
manac.’”’ has already run through severa! edi- 
tions, and that a copy of it will be found in 
almost every home. None the less, a trifle 
more optimism would make it a better book 
to take away ona vacation trip. The author 
conceals his identity, which is well. He 
promises better work in the future.

The meeting was held behind closed doors 
to keep the arguments of the aldermen secret. 
They wanted to present an appearance of 
seeming unanimity at least, however much 
they might fight over the measures among 
themselves. . In. this they were unsuccessful 
and now are split up into three camps, there 
being one bill for each section. When the 
‘matter comes up before the council there 
will be the Finn bill, which has been re- 
ported, the oid bill which was defeated in the 
legislature last year, and the new Jackson 


Provisions of Jackson Bill. 
Ald. Jackson's substitute,for the regular 
committee bill, known as the Finn bill, pro- 


vides: 
That every city of this state having a popu- 


. Jation of 100,000 tnhabitants or over shall 


have the power to acqulre, purchase, own, 
construct, maintain, operate, and lease street 
railways, or to acquire and own the same 
without operating, upon, below, or above 
ithe surface of the streets, alleys, or other 
places within the corporate limits;.but that 
go such lease shall be for a longer period 
than twenty years. 

Every such city in this state shall have the 
power in any ordinance granting the right to 
any person or company to construct or oper- 
ate a street railway, to reserve to such city 
the right to purchase, take over, and ac- 
quire tpe tracks, plant, and equipment of 
the grantee or grantees on such terms and 
conditions as shall be therein specified. 


Enc bles City to Issue Bonds. 


It also is provided that the acceptance of a 
\gtant with this reservation shall be equiva- 
lent to a contract, and that the city may 
acquire the property by condemnation. The 
city also is to be given the power to issue 
bonds or certificates for the purpose of ac- 
quiring and operating the lines, such bonds 
to be payable solely out of the revenue de- 


tived from the system. The bonds are to be 


secured by trust deed on the revenue and the 
property. 

The referendum principle is incorporated 
by the provision that no city shall proceed to 
operate street railways until the proposition 
has been submitted to the voters of the city 

and has been approved by a two-thirds vote 
‘of those voting. 


Measure Attacked by Finn. 


As soon as the bill had been read to the 
caucus it was attacked by Ald. Finn. 

“It is only a sop to the people who want 
municipal ownership of street railways,’’ he 
said. “If we go down to Springfield with 
such a bill the members of the legislature

The movement of winter 
wheat to Minfieapolis from lowa and Ne- 
braska:is significant of nothing, I think, ex- 
cept that dealers are able to get cars to the 
north and find an outlet there, while they 
are unable to ship east. The wheat is of 
poor quality and not in demand by millers.” 

Estimated receipts for today are 35 cars 
wheat, 365 cars corn, .160 cars oats, and 
24,000 hogs. 

Eastern Grain Demand. 

Shippers say more business could be done 
in both .corn and oats to the east, in spite of 
the advance in cash prices and the higher rail 
rate which went into effect yesterday, if it 
were possible to get more cars, and that 
those who have sold have taken greater or 
less chances of getting them. The seaboard 
is evidently short corn to the other side*for 
January shipments. It was claimed there 
were sales of No. 2 corn at New York yes- 
terday at 58c, for which 54c could not be ob- 
tained a week ago. 

“Cash wheat is strong here,’’ Minneapolis 
wired McReynolds, “with premiums ad- 
vanced 4c on both No. 1 and No. 1 northern, 
and cash only 4c under May.” 

There will be no government crop report 
this month, the next estimate on condition 
of winter wheat to be published Feb. 10. 

There was the claim from St. Louis yes- 
terday that of the 300,000 bu wheat ordered 
out of store to go to southeastern mills the 
day before only 14,000 bu were No. 2 red. 

There were offers of Manitoba wheat yes- 
terday at 2%c over Chicago May c. i. f.

1 northern then selling at about this time at 
6c under the Chicago May, and going at lc 
under when navigation opened. 

“ Itis only a question of cars,” said Richard 
Gambrill, “ in getting all the corn to the sea- 
board that foreigners will want. It shows 
how bad the car situation has been that 
corn loaded on cars in November in this 
state has not yet reached Baltimore. The 
present seaboard demand is for quick ship- 
ment, and comes from exporters who have 
not keen able to fill sales.

BANK POOL DISSOLVED, SHOWING 
MONEY PERIL IS OVER. ~ 

Combine That Raised $50,000,000 to 
Relieve Stringency Saves Situation 
Without Loaning a Dollar—Confi- 
dence Seems Restored and Specu- 

laters in Strong Position—Erie Fur- 
nishes Sensation of Day’s Trading— 
Questionable Deals Again Pushed. 


[BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—[Special.]—The dis- 
solution of the $50,000,000 bank pool to re- 
lieve the tight money situation, which was 
announced this afternoon, was perhaps the 
most suggestive incident of the day in Wall 
street. It was significant of the change in 
the financial situation from doubt to con- 
fidence. The pool was not obliged to loan 
a single dollar. Its mere creation saved the 
situation. The faith cure" worked won- 
ders. 
In a few days the money market has so 
far improved that the street is no longer 
haunted by the specter of tight money. 
There was further relaxation in rateg today, 
and the belief is that call money will work to 
still lower figures, as borrowers have largely 
protected themselves with time loans. 

The stock market today was active and, 
after some early irregularity, became buoy- 
ant, closing with net gains for nearly all 
the active stocks. The dealings in the last 
hour were remarkably heavy. Erie was the 

nsational feature of the day, advancing 8 
points, with sales of nearly 200,000 shares. 
The buying was attributed to nearly every 
large interest that could by any possibility 
be supposed to have designs on the property 
or a desire to manipulate its stock. Theim- 
pression sought to be conveyed was that a 
deal of importance was in progress. : 

An active movement also took place in 
Sugar, Missouri Pacific, and Reading. In- 
terest in the latter centered in the announce- 
ment that the Baltimore and Ohio has sold 
half of its holdings of Reading to the Lake 


Shore.

One of the ports about Erie told of a 
change in the control of the system, with 
Morgan interests out. Another had it that 
the buying was by the Hillinterests and was 
in connection with the much talked of plan 
to make Erie the eastern connection of the 
Northern Securities company.

JILTED GIRL ASKS $10,000 
FROM CHICAGO EX-FIANCE. 


George Crotty Is Defendant in Breach 
of Promise Suit at Darlington, Wis.— 
End of Seven Year Engagement. 


Darlington, Wis., Jan. 8.—[Special.]— 
George Crotty of Chicago is defendant in 
a $10,000 breach of promise case that closed 
here today.

FINDS FRAUD BY CHICAGOANS. 


Referee in Syracuse, N. Y., Bond Suit 
Denounces the Despatch Con- 
struction Company. 


Syracuse, N. Y., Jan. 8.—[{Special. ]—In an 
opinion handed down today by Referee L.. - 
L. Waters gross fraud is charged upon the 
part of the Despatch Construction company 
of Chicago, which is now insolvent. The 
company had the contract for building the 
Marcellus Electric railway in Onondaga 
county. The referee finds that the company 
through fraudulent certifications obtained 
a bond issue of $74,000 and after selling and 
mortgaging these bonds became insolvent. 
The construction company, he says, procured 
fraudulently certifications that the road was 
100 percent completed. Creditors of the cdm- 
pany seized all the property they could lay 
their hafids upon. Then suit was brought 
against these creditors by the American 
Trust and Savings bank of Chicago, repre- 
senting the bondholders, on the ground that 
the property seized belonged to them and not 
to the construction company. The referee 
finds against this contention.
